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VINCENT VAN GOGH 


Vincent Van Gogh was born in a small town in Holland. At the age of sixteen 
Vincent was given a job in an art gallery belonging to his rich uncle. Vincent loved 
pictures, but didn’t know how to get along with the customers. He was one soon dis¬ 
missed from his uncle’s gallery because of his crude manners. 

His next job found him teaching in a boys’ school near London, but Vincent 
soon became overwhelmed with a desire to become a preacher. He tried with all 
earnesty to pass exams leading into the ministry, but failed. 

He soon left for Belgium in the coal mining country to become a missionary 
without pay. Vincent in this line of work gave so much of himself that he found 
himself in rags and hungry when dismissed from the missionaries. 

In the fall of 1880 a haggard and somewhat shabby Vincent arrived in Brussels 
and rented a room in which to start his drawing and painting career. The winter 
was hard and cold for Vincent, so that in the early spring he went back home to 
his parents in Etten. 

While in Etten, Vincent found great inspiration in drawing pictures of the poor 
people. He drew a great many pictures of people in the potato fields and one of his 
greatest works of these people is called the “Potato Diggers.” 

Vincent left for Prague, and here he found a friend in a poor woman named 
Christine. She and her little girl were hungry and homeless. Vincent took them in 
and in turn she cooked and kept house for him, and in time Vincent married 
Christine. 

Vincent left Christine one day and moved to the country. For four years he 
painted and sketched on the broad moors. 

In 1886 Vincent joined his brother in Paris but in 1888 he left again to go to 
Arles in search of a better life. 

In Arles he rented a room and went out into the country and painted colorful 
paintings of the blossoming trees, of the haying, of ships, and his best friend the 
Postman, Roulin. 

One night a friend found Vincent sitting wearing a bandage around his head. 
Vincent told his friend that he had cut a piece off his ear, wrapped it in a paper and 
taken it to a friend in Arles. 

January 1889 found Vincent painting madly and eating little. A doctor took 
Vincent to St. Remey for a rest which was badly needed. While at St. Remey, Theo, 
the brother of Vincent, sent him four hundred francs. Theo had sold one of Vincent’s 
paintings! Vincent soon grew tired of St. Remey and went to Paris and his brother 
Theo. 

Vincent moved again, this time to Auvers. Here he painted but became very 
depressed. One day while out painting, Vincent shot himself. 

Theo came to Vincent as soon as he heard of his mishap. For two days and 
nights Theo sat by Vincent’s bedside. They often talked of old times. Vincent was 
buried in a little cemetery in Auvers. Six months later Theo joined his brother in 
the cemetery in Auvers.
